The collection of 85 per 
cent of the 1931 business licenses 
at the new reduced rate was report­ 
ed ay the police committee. A res­ 
olution was passed directing that 
approximately 85 additional street 
lights in Stonegate and Scarsdale 
be cut off at an estimated saving 
Jpor current of $150 a month. 
The citizens committee asked the 
board to defer issuing 
any more 
vouchers on the new sewer improve­ 
ment until that committee has had 
time to complete its investigation 
on that improvement. 
E. F. Lau- 
rin presented to the board a w rit­ 
ten report and recommendation for 
funding of the present village in­ 
debtedness. 
While the “side lines" were well 
filled, the visitors 
at

meeting were not as many as us­ 
ual and none of the citizens had 
anything of special import to bring 
before tho board.

W ant Registration 
Day Before Primary 


People who failed to register for 
the last state election are not going 
to be able to vote at the April 12 
primary election, unless they have 
become of age or have moved since 
that time, in which case they may 
register by affidavit, according to 
Mr. E. D. MacLuckie, Republican 
committeeman in Des Plaines, who 
called at the Herald office Satur­ 
day. 
That is, those not registered and 
falling within the above exceptions, 
will be “out of luck,” 
unless the 
Governor and legislature will grant 
relief; Mr. MacLuckie informs us. 
The unusual interest in the next 
election,—owing to the fact that 
this territory is now in the new 
13th Congressional 
district, taken 
away from Chicago and joined with 
I^ake county for Congressional rep­ 
resentation—also that the “times” 
probably are increasing people’s in­ 
terest in puolic affairs—such unus­ 
ual interest is expected to produce 
a large vote at the coming primary, 
provided full possible registration 
is permitted, it is believed. 
The idea is to have another reg­ 
istration day before the primary. 
Representative Ralph E. Church of 
Evanston, and candidate for the 
nomination for Congress, is taking 
the m atter up with the Governor, 
Mr. MacLuckie says.

The Wilson dam at Muscle Shoals, 
in northwestren Alabama is ready 
to produce nearly three times as 
much electric power as is now’ tak­ 
en from Niagara Falls, or about 1,- 
COO,OOO horse power, Lions of ~Ar- 
lington Heights w*ere fold Tuesday 
night at a very 
interesting illus­ 
trated lecture by Col. Hoi)) of Chi­ 
cago. 
And this is only one of the 
possible power projects on the Ten­ 
nessee river. 
It w’as rather amazing to hear him 
and see pictures of the vast deposits 
of iron, coal, lime, phosphate, as­ 
phalt and other minerals, which, to­ 
gether with this 
greatest power 
project in the w’orld, indicate a vast 
industrial region 
around Muscle 
Shoals as soon as Washington de­ 
cides what to do with it. 
It has 
been lying idle since its construc­ 
tion for the manufacture of nitrates 
from the air for wrar supplies. The 
government has $150,000,000 
in­ 
vested here. 
Col. Holp quoted Henry Ford as 
saying that Muscle Shoals could put 
a million men to work, and rem ark­ 
ed that this would 
seem a good 
time to do it. 
He 
also quoted 
Thomas A. Edison as saying that 
Muscle Shoals will 
eventually be 
worth ten billions of dollars to the 
American people. Sale of the plant 
to private interests is contemplated 
at the present time. 
The Colonel is organizing trips 
to this marvelous project and inter­ 
esting and beautiful region only 
five hundred miles south. He is op­ 
timistic that the dam may be oper­ 
ating before the year is out.

One three-room 
school, Bartlett, is included in the 
report, so that the average for the 
rural schools alone is only 21 pu­ 
pils per one-room school. 
Buildings Much Improved 
After completing his first inspec 
lion oi the schools Mr. Puffer ex 
pressed himself 
as 
being highly 
pleased with the condition of the 
buildings; 
much 
repair, replace 
ment and redecorating having been 
done this summer—due to the low 
cost 
of 
such 
work. 
Schools 
doing such work and not previously 
mentioned are the following: Dis 
trict 431/2, decorated 
throughout 
the interior; desks and floor refin­ 
ished and stove painted—a fine job 
in every way. 
District 44 is leading the way by 
the building of a garage for the 
teachers’ car combined with a coal 
and w’ood shed. 
In this age w’hen 
many of the rural teachers drive 
their own cars to the school, it is 
a fine idea for the school to offer 
her some sort of protection for her 
car during the cold, zero weather 
The directors have not been con 
tent 
with 
the 
garage 
alone 
but have redecorated the ouild 
ing throughout, revarnished desks 
and 
floor, 
purchased 
a 
steel 
cabinet for supplies, and a pottery 
w’ater cooler with faucet. 
Experienced Teachers in 
Demand 
The 
teachers 
comprising 
the 
teaching corps of the division are 
with but two exceptions, experi­ 
enced 
classroom 
teachers. 
The 
fact that the rural schools now de­ 
mand some experience from an ap­ 
plicant for a teaching position in­ 
dicates ?. healthy 
interest in the 
welfare of the children, by the di­ 
rectors of the schools. Inexperienc­ 
ed teachers must learn by experi­ 
ment from practice on the pupils— 
a bad thing for the pupils in many 
instances. 
Parents who desire the 
best possible oportunities for their 
children, should insist on the hiring 
of successful experienced teachers 
—especially in the one room school. 
It costs more but 
pays big divi­ 
dends in the more satisfactory and 
thorough work done in the school. 


W alter L. Plewr of Des Plaines, 
who has had many years experience 
in the banking field, took over the 
affairs of the 
closed 
Arlington 
Heights State Bank Wednesday as 
the receiver. 
As soon as he has 
definitely checked in the assets of 
the bank, he will be definitely ap­ 
pointed as the receiver by court or­ 
der and will begin the liquidation of 
that institution. 
Mr. Plew’ in the few hours that 
he has been in charge, has found 
that the depositor 
accounts are 
many, and while the total amount 
of deposits is not so very large, the 
number of accounts will call for a 
surprising amount 
of w’ork upon 
his part. 
However, he will hasten 
the wfork as much as.DOssible and 
hopes that he will be able to open 
the bank within tw'o weeks for the 
receipt of claims, etc. 
He has no 
w*ay of knowing how' long a period 
will elapse before a part payment 
on deposits can be made, but his 
first consideration will be given to 
depositors. 
It will be his policy to 
conserve the resources of the bank 
as much as possible, protecting the 
interest of the stockholders. 
Mr. Plew*’s appointment came as 
a surprise to him. 
When first of­ 
fered, he hesitated to accept, but 
bis wide banking experience and 
fam iliarity with 
local conditions 
made him the logical man, in the 
opinion of the office of the state au­ 
ditor, and his appointment follow­ 
ed. Mr. Plewr w*ill be able to handle 
the affairs of the bank unhampered 
by (prejudice or 
personal connec­ 
tions as he has practically no ac­ 
quaintance with 
its officers 
or 
stockholders. 
Mr. Plew has been a resident of 
Des Plaines a number of years and 
since Oct. IO, 1915, has been in the 
mortgage and real estate business 
under the firm name of W . L. Plew 
& Co. Mr. Plew* first entered bank­ 
ing at Elkhart, Ind. 
A few years 
later he was instrum ental in th- 
start of the F irst National Bank 
of Gary. 
This bank is today one 
of the three banks still open out of 
a total of fourteen. 
He came to Des Plaines in 1912, 
without being acquainted with any 
of its residents, yet within a few 
months he had obtained the capital 
and had selected the first board of 
directors for the organization of the 
F irst National Bank of Des Plaines, 
which opened its doors 
Jan. 13, 
1914, and is today recognized as 
one 
of 
the 
strong 
institutions 
northwest of Chicago. 
W. L. Plewr & Co., in which A. L. 
W ebster and Dr. A. M. Purees of 
DesPlaines are also interested, op­ 
erated in Gary from 1915 to 1922, 
when the activity of the northwest 
suburban area of Chicago brought 
about the removal of that firm to 
Des Plaines, w’here it is now* oper­ 
ating with offices in the Des Plaines 
Theatre building.

Stephen J. Fulton of the firm of 
Fulton, Fulton & Sheen has b°en 
appointed an attorney. 
Mr. Plow' 
has had no previous acquaintance 
w’ith this attorney who has been 
appointed to aid him in the w’ork 
of liq u id atio n . 
Mr. Fulton w’as one 
of the earlv principals of the Ar­ 
lington Heights High 
school and 
resides near LaGrange. He is per­ 
sonally acquainted with many Ar­ 
lington Heights people and will be 
an able assistant to the receiver. 
While the office of the state audi­ 
tor and the receiver can not make 
any “guesses” as to the final out­ 
come there is every hope that the 
depositors will be paid in full.

EARS ago when farmers were hitching 


up their best buggies and driving to town 


for a Sunday afternoon visit, they discovered 
that their city cousins were not using kero­ 


sene lamps any more. They marveled at the 


little switch that flooded a room with electric 


light. And, returning home, they envied this 
new invention that had been added to all the 


other conveniences of city life. 
*. 
Today things are changing. Electric service 


lines no longer stop at the city limits. They 


parallel hundreds of country roads. They 


branch off to deliver .electricity to thousands 


of farms in northern Illinois. 


O f course this extension must come slowly. 


It is expensive work. lh ’ towns and cities, 


homes are compactly grouped twenty or more 


to the block. But in the country they are 
scattered perhaps two or three to the square 


mile. A file of wooden wire-strung poles that 


in the city can serve hundreds of families 
might, in the country, serve only six. And the 


cost of const ructing the line is the same. 


☆ 


So that* it might cooperate with farmers to 


the fullest extent in making electric service 


available, the Public Service Company began 


studying maps of its rural territory. Three 


years ago it introduced a "Five Year Plan" 


for farm electrification. It calls for an expendi­ 


ture of $1,000,000. 


In 1933, when the program is completed, 


rural lines will penetrate into most of the im­ 


portant farming sections o f the seventeen 


.counties served by the Company. Short exten­ 
sions from these "artery" lines can then bring 


service to thousands o f additional farms in 


northern Illinois. 


Once available, this electricity can find 
plenty of work to do. Far more than merely 


replacing kerosene lamps and lanterns. It 


provides heat for cooking, cold for cooling, 


It provides power for speeding through cabst 


of the farm’s tedious chores-*-in the bams 
and farmyard as well as the house. 


To demonstrate the possibilities o f electrified 
farming, the Public Service Company operates 
a model farm in Lake County, a few miles 


west o f Mundelein. This 80-aoe tract is open 


for inspection every day. Hem electric motors 
may be seen pumping water, grinding grain, 


cutting ensilage and filling the silo, milking 


cows and hatching chickens.. . "Advice on 


all phases of farming is given out by college- 


trained experts. Regular educational meetings 
are sched|i^i for the discussion o f timely 
problems.

Simple Aids To " 
Hen Health Are 
Told Poultrymen 


Urbana, 111.—Keeping the farm 
flock healthy, 
a practice 
which 
helped add 31 cents an hour to the 
laooi returns of some Illinois poul­ 
trymen last year, is explained in 
a new circular by that title just is­ 
sued by the extension service of the 
College of Agriculture, University 
of Illinois, for farm ers and other 
interested persons. 
Poultry keep­ 
ing is no exception to the fact that 
health is the foundation for all en­ 
terprises that involve life in any 
form, it is pointed out by H. H. 
Alp, poultry extension specialist of 
the college and author of the new 
circular. 
Natural health and vigor are so 
important and 
fundamental that 
every flock owner should endeavor 
to get them as the first step in any 
program to prevent 
poultry dis­ 
eases and parasites, the circular 
points out. 
Certain birds are nat­ 


urally more resistant 
to disease 
than others, and such inherited vig­ 
or and vitality should be consider­ 
ed in selecting birds for breeding 
purposes. 
A second im portant factor in the 
prevention of disease is good feed­ 
ing. It is only reasonable to expect 
poultry to be very much more sub­ 
ject to disease when their rations 
are lacking in quantity, in quality 
or in required nutrients. 
The college’s Illinois poultry san­ 
itation plan, which ha;: proved its 
worth 
in 
keeping 
farm 
flocks 
healthy, is discussed in detail. The 
eight points of the plan are: 
1. Grow all young chicks on clean 
garss range over which no chickens 
of any age were allowed to run the 
previous season. 
2. Confine all mature fowls to a 
limited range, through the use of 
double yards, and keep them away 
from other stock. 
3. Test all 
m ature fowls for 
avian tuberculosis and bacillary 
white diarrhea by recognized tests 
and under the supervision of a com­ 


petent veterinarian. 
4. Equip a|l poultry houses with 
concrete or board floors if possible 
5. Thoroughly clean 
and 'regul 
larly disinfect all houses.

“Grape Cure” Is 
Within Reach of 
All This Season 


Urbana. 111.. Sept. 15—-Europe’s 
fanged “grape cure” "should be w ith­ 
ing reach of all this year, for Illi­ 
nois has a large crop of fine qualitv 
grapes much of which m ight well 
be made into 
unferm ented grape 
juice for home use, says A. S. Col­ 
by, chief in small fru it culture at 
the College of A griculture, Uni­ 
versity of Illinois. 
“Grape juice is an excellent and 
delicious beverage, containing as it 
does grape sugar, 
m ineral salts, 
neutralizing acids and fru it pro­ 
teins—a healthful, appetizing and 
easily digested food. J t is " widely- 
known as a tonic .leverage, and in 
Europe jratients take w hat is called 
th< ‘grape cure.’ 
“ However, some 
of the home 
m ethod3,of grape juice preparation 
destroy its natural flavor and aro­ 
ma 
Only clean fresh, well ripen­ 
ed berries free from imperfections 
should be used. 
Thev should be 
pulled from the stem s, washed and 
packed into glass jars one-half full. 
A quart ^size is a convenient one, 
although other sizes may be used. 
“About one pint of sugar is added 
to a quart of berries and the jar 
then filled with hot water. 
A new 
rubber ring should then be adjusted 
to the ja r and the cover fastened 
not too tightly. 
The berries are 
processed by placing 
them in a 
cold w ater bath to cover, bringing 
the w ater to a boil and holding it 
at th at point for aoout 30 minutes. 
The jars then are removed from the 
bath and the covers tightened at 
once. 
The ja rs are set away in a 
cool place, not too damp, for at 
least a m onth before use. 
“In preparing the grape juice it 
is strained away from the berries 
and diluted with water. 
A variety 
of flavors may be obtained by com­ 
bining the juice of different varie­ 
ties. For example, such reds as 
Brighton and 
Agawam make a 
light red product when used alone, 
but combine well 
with 
the blue 
juice of the Concord. H erbert and 
W orden, both blue varieties, make 
a heavy, full bodied product, some­ 
what darker .due in color, and may 
be considerably diluted.” 
“A fter the juice is strained off, 
the grape skins and pulp m ay be 
used in m aking jam .”
